Amos Young was Present But Will 


Not Plead Until Return of Absent 


Counsel—Wilson and King 


Did Not Appear. 


The last formality in tho matter of 


the indictment of Amos \oung and R 
O. Woods for embezzlement took place 
this morning when they appeared, ac- 
companied bj their 
respective 
at- 


torneys, to enter a plea to the charge 
as returned by the grand jury 
Mr. 


Young was the first called and the 
statement to the court was made by 
Mr. Ridenour. Counsel waived the 
reading of the indictment and asked 
that the plea be withheld until the ar- 
rival of W, B. Richie, who will be ab- 
sent from the city until the 12th. Mr. 
Ridenour stated that a motion would 
be flled in the case not later than the 
ISth. The court recognized the right 
of counsel to make the demand and 
the entry was so docketed. 


Mr. Mackenzie waived the reading 


of tbe indictment on behalf of 
Mr. 


Wooda, but also entered a plea of not 
guilty. He stated that counsel had 
not ye* had time to examine the in- 
dictment thoroughly, but that a motion 
would likely be filed In tne case at an 
early date. 


It is likely that the Woods case will 


be tried this term, as an expert has 
been secured to go over the books of 
the Ijima Home & Sa\ings aasin iation 
and fho work will occupy from three 
w< eks to a month, 
'i his will bring the 


caao up to the fag end of the January 
term and the trial, according to Mr. 
Woods counsel and the prosecutor, for 
that rraeon wl'l be continued until the 
April tfrm 


Otis Wilson and Charlie King were 


both railed but neither responded. 
The foimer had not been notified to 
appear and Mr. King was out of th« 
city at the time the Indictment wan 
found haa not yet returned. They will 
be arraigned later. 


The Board of Health held a very in- 


teresting session in tne office of mayor 
Rogers this afternoon, the mayor pre- 
siding and all members, of the board 
being present together with Dr. S. B. 
Hiner, president of the city hospital 
board of trustees, 
and

At the opening of 
the 
meeting, 


Health 
Officer Dr. McCall, with evi- 


dent satisfaction. informed the board 
that Lima now has not even one case 
of small vox and has no contagious 
diseases except one mild case of <tiph- 
theda and a few cases of measles. HP 
defied any one to draw a line around 
the same number of people as com- 
prises the population of Lima at any 
point in the state of Ohio — either in 
country or city — without finding at 
least one case of small pox. In view 
of the fact that one previous case of 
small pox cost the sanitary fund of the 
city over four hundred dollars the 
health- officer also congratulated the 
board »n its successful efforts toward 
economy, the six cases cared for dur- 
ing the month of January only incur- 
ring a total expense of $667.50 


Relative to the proposition to build 


a contagion hospital on thp property 
adjoining the city hospital. Dr. MoCaJl 
stated that he and members Stolzen- 
bach and Crossen. while attending the 
meeting of the state board of health 
in Columbus last week, had solicited 
the opinion of the members of the 
state board on the proposed location 
for the contagion hospital and all of 
them hart advised, on account of pub- 
lic fearf and sentiment, that the insti- 
tution be located ID a more isolated 
place 
The state board informed the 


Lima members that the greatest dis- 
tance of a case of smalt pox being 
carried from one bu.ldmg to another 
was fourteen feet 
Dr 
McCall re- 


commended that the proposition to lo- 
cate the contagion hospital on 
the 


grounds adjoining the city hospital be 


more available grounds be secured if 
possible. 


Mayot Rogers offered a resolution 


to entiiely abandon the project which 
contemplated the establishing of a con- 
tagion hospital, for the reason that no 
epidemic is 
now threatened. 
The 


other members of the board however, 
contended that they should not wait 
until the c'ty has an epidemic, but 
should prepare for one before it ar- 
rives and should >>«• prepared to care 
for any case or cases that might de- 
velop In the future. The mayor then 
changed his resolution to apply only 
to the proposition relative to the loca- 
tion adjoining the city hospital and 
the resolution was then adoptea. 


The health officer urged immediate 


action on the 
matter 
of securing 


grounds, stating that without a place 
to take patients to, it would be neces- 
sary to quarantine them in whatever 
place their cases developed, whether 
it be in the city hospital, a private resi 
dence or a puMic hotel. 


Dr. Steiner was of the opinion that 


tbe public should be educates upon the 
question of small pox now aa at any 
future time. He said the location of a 
contagion hospital on the south side 
would be declared an outrage or to lo- 
cate it in any other location would be 
declared an outraee in that particular 
locality. The board was allowing it-
